Wherein ſhould ariſe and raigne twelve Empe- 
rours, Which ſhould ſpread their Power like wings, oug. 
ver all the Earth, in great feare firting on it. And it + 
ſeemed unto the Prophet ro rouch by an inrel- 
leftion theſe twelve onely, borh for they are a Jary 
lufficienr ro argue the whole fuire of Em 
which did ariſe and reigne in her : as alſo 
they onely were native Romans, def; of the 
Fulij, Serutj, Salulj, Flauij, &c. unlike therein unto 
the reſt, which were all ( or almoſt all ) like change- 
able ſtaffe of diverſe _— ſo of diverſe Hh

Her three heads are three Kingdomes, fore- ordai- 
ved to vphold and maintaine the power ot her pride, 
when all her wings and feathers ſhould faile her. Aud 
are reſerved roexecure her laſt will, and finiſh her 
FunergJls, as ſhall be hereafter more ac full declared- 


Ver. 2. And I ſaw, and behold, ſhe ſpread her wings 
over dll the Earth, and all the winds of the aire 
gathered themfelves and blew on her. 


By the winds are meant her proſperous and happy 
ſucceſſe in all her proceedings. And of necefliry ir 
muſt goe well with her, whom every wind doth blow 
ro good. Wirnefſe the limits of her territocies, from 
Ganges to Gades, and from the Sythian Sea unto the 
Cape of hope : as teſtifieth one of her owne, which 
faith : thar ſhe exrended her tents to the borders of 
the Ocean, and the feare of her name unto the 
Heavens.

As he that ynderrakes a dangerovs Jeap, doch fuſt 
retire, the better t'advance his ſt cng'h :-ſo co bouwwd 
fairly oyer the dacke underſtanding of theſe words, 
we muſt of necefſicy looke back and carry before us 
the rrve birch and perfet ngcure of his 'Empire : 
which the Prophet Daniel in his viſion defignerh un- 
der the forme of a ten-hocned beaſt, ſignifying there- 
by, that ir ſhould be « power upheld -by a fucceſſion 
of many Kings ; for the hornes beroken Kings, and 
the number of cen comprehends all be they never fo 
many, as all nymbers are contained under 10. of 
made of their reduplicarion be they never fo infinire. 
A''d addeth fu ther, that his teeth were of iron, his 
nails of brafſe, inferiipg rhereby, the poreſiſt-ble 
force of hjs legions and Leaders, And proceeding 
fa th, that there aroſe amongſt his Kings, one of an 
excceding (range nature, fhgnifying by that one, a 
Rrange race and [uccefſion of P. inces, far diftering in 
ſhape and forme 0! regiment from all their predece(- 
fors, obtaining dominion not by jron teeth and bca- 
Zen nails, as did th'Emperors which aroſe befare 
them, but by deceit and by a mouth which ſpake 
preſumpruous things againſt the moft bigh, blaſphe- 
ming his name, his Tabamacie, and them that dwell 
m heaven, who by a hidden and unknowne force, 
ſhould ſubdue the third part of the world, wpanky

By which delineation, ir 
is ev:dent, thac the holy-Ghoſt accouncerh che chal- 
leaged Prerygative and ſupremacy of Rome, ail one 
power, all one Empire, whether it oþraine the ſpoile 
by force, or by fraud, that is, by power of Emperors, 
or craft of Popes, who ſhouid be far uubke them, as 
Daniel himſeiſe faich ; And be ſball be unliketo be firſt. 
Meaning in forme of claimiog, obtaining, and majn- 
raining JuriſdiQtion, not in pride, purpole 2nd derer- 
mizzation. $0 as wemay behold ſuch an ualikely like- 
neficberween them 45 was berweene the two Siſters, 
of whom jc is ſaid,

And thus much concerning the Prophet Daniels 
deſcription of th Empire of Rome 3; whence we note, 
that the lame power which Daniel chere deſcriberh 
by a beaſt with hornes, teeth and nails, our Prophet 
here doth delineare by an Eagle, wich wings, ferhers, 
and heads : whoſe imperiall wings after they were ſo 
clipt, as ſhe could no longer flye over all in her pco- 
per colours and ſtile of Roma triumphante, deviſed how 
by deceit ſhe -mighe uphold her throne ( for to be 
high was all her care) and found nothing fo fir as to 
diſguiſe her (fe, and challenge preiation under che 
maske of Rana {a Sante And this is it which this verſe 
reacherh, that when the fioſull Citic ſaw her ferhers 
ſo pluckr, as the feare of her a: mes and forces, might 
no longer flie into all Kingdomes,commanding chem 
uader the paine of Imperizm Romanum ; lying by 
meanes of this diſtres, very weake and in danger of 
falling ; her counſe!l and body politique, devited hy 
lies and witch craft ( wherein was all her pleaſure 
from her youth ) to reſtore the ſupremacy a'1d ho= 
nor of her name, under the colour of Eccleſia Dei. 

Wherein this race of preſumpruous bornes excel- 
led the fin of all the h that foretime _—

preſi $ and deceitfoll Kings, as in whom Satan 
dwe'leth ſpiritually, in a hidden creafore of blaſphe- 
my, ſets up the higheſt againſt himſelſe, and under 
the Viſor of the Church, and the name of God, blaf- 
phemech hs Sanftuary, and the Lord thereof. No 
marvaile then, tho ſhe and Sion be at ods, for as gold 
can body it ſelfe with any metrall lique fiable, latren 
excepted, which notwithſtanding in outward face 
anc of a:l metralls is moſt Ike unto ir : fo, no 
Church is more eapirall enemy to the true Church, 
then ſhe who in ourward geſture, grace and counte- 
Nance; is likeft like rhe chaſt and virgine Spouſe, and 

is indeed a whore. 


Verſ. 11. Then I nymbred her contrary feathers, and 
behold they were eight of them. 


In the third verſe of chis Chaprer,the Propher made 
mention of theſe contrary feathers, which in their 
thoughts conſpired to raiſe their houſe with theru- 
ins of Rome. And here proceedeth more particularly 
ro declare their number, forerclling there ſhould be 
Eight of them whom we will here call out by name, 
thar if occafion ſerve, we may the berter know them. | 


The firſt were Weſt gothes, under the leading of A- 
laricus, The ſecond Hunnes, whoſe King was Attal as. 
The third Vandals, their head Genſerick. The fourth 
Odoacer- The fifr Eaſt gothes, their chicfe Theodo- 
ricke. The fixr Totilas, bred in Spine, with ſuch fol- 
lowers as for thoſe times that Countrey yeilded. The 
ſeventh Langobards, with their guide Alboinus. The 
eighth and laſt, 4 home conſpiracy, more to be —

( as all. included diſcaſcs are moſt dangerous ) then 
all the reſt. 
And alcho many others b<fides theſe, as Radagaiſe, 
the Alani now called Almans, the Burgenians condu- 
Red by Gundibald, the Ungers, Saracens, 8c. were all 
jn their rime as coſtly enemies ro the Empires fome 
of theſe, yer none did humble the pu Ciry, the 
mother of wickedneſle, but theſe eight onely. And 
therefore the re(t may not be allowed to fit ar this ra- 
ble, but may ſerve to juſtifie the judgement of the 
Beaſt, which was thus wounded againe and ſtricken 
of all, as ſhe had wounded and ſtricken all. 
And if in reading doubr a:#e,how theſe cight fechers 
may be contrary ro the Eagl-. that is, refiſters of her 
power and dominion, and yet be feathers of the Ex» 
gle, chat is, mainteiners of the ſame ; The anſwer is, 
that they were adverſaries aud contrary unto her, as 
ſhe ſtood upon tearmes of Imperium orbis terre : bur 
after ſhe had chang'd her coppy, and claimed ſupre- 
macy under the cloake of Mater Eccleſia, they were 
for the moſt, maintainers of her pride, and became 
drunke alſo with her werſhip, as other Kings and 
Princes of th'earth. 
And thus much for their numbers and names+their 
ſeverall atremp 5s, their proſperities and end, ſhall be 
pieſerred in their place. 


verſ. 12. After this I ſaw, and behold upon the right 
fide there aroſe one feather, and raigned over all the 
earth, 


This feather here deſcribed is the firſt of the 
twelve, namely Julius Ceſar, who ( Jike an ill incer- 
preter ) tranſjated Senatun populumg; Romanum, into 
Ceſarem Auguſtum Whoſe image,which in this verſe 
's ſo lively reſembled, cqofiſferh of two features : 
the firſt, ſheweth the manner of his riſing, in theſe 


words.

Which ſerve inſtead of art , to diſcover the very 
true lines, aud caft oft his happineſs. 

For the hoaſe of Cornelii was as eloquent as he,a'd 
Marius doubles as good a leader as he, and Catilin as 
nobly borne as he, and all theſe aroſe tr'invade the 
Common wealth, and to traifflare ir into a Kmgdom 
as well as he, bur none of them roſe on the right fide 
bac he. And rhus mach for the manner of this ſpeech; 
ſo we rake this w.th-all, that theſe words ( rightfide) 
in their naturall and proper intent, doe fignifie 

( as through all this chap.) the fureſt and ſtrongeſt 
. hide 


The ſecond feature in this reſemblance to be ob- 
ſerved, is his power, ſet forth in theſe wards. And be 
reigned over all the earth. 

For after he had ſubdued France, broken the heart 
of Germany, made his name known to England, he 
returned into Italy, overthrew the great _ 
of che liberty Sr. P and his hoſt, in the fields of 
Pharſalie. And like the fire of heaven (as one of her 
Pocts ſaith) with ſuch celerity drew afrer rhe re- 
liques of that ſtricken fation, both in Africa and 
Spaine, that in rwo years (pace he brought ro paſſe, 
thar neirh-r Ciry nor creature durſt open agaioſt 
him : which done, he aſcended into lraly, and took 
upon him as Lord thereof, triumphing in the ſpoiles 
of rhe world, and the blood of his Country. 

And knowing that the name of a King(which he fo 
much affected) was odious ro the qualicy and nature 
of that people 3 invaded the government under the 
Maske of a perperual DiRarar, preſerving thereunder 
(for he was wiſe above all rhe feathers) ſome hope of 


recovering their lite ſlaine liberty, but indeed efta- 
bliſhing a Kingdome from which ir could never ce- 
deem it fell again,

Bar this new-borne ity (as is the nature of

and other mens opinions, were thought his 
friends. And thus was this feather blown away, after 
it had enjoyed his pleaſure 56 years, and reigned 3. 
A man for letrers,arms,and counſel, famous far above 
all his fucceeders, and in diſcreet bounty,and Prince- 
ly clemency (rare verrues in (uch a fortune) withour 
controverſie, ſurpaſſing all Princes made of earth. 


Ver. 14- $0 the next ſtood up and reigned, and it coa- 
ti need « hong time, but «fter it had reigned bis end alſo 
came, and as the firft it appeared no more. 

Next after him aroſe Oavins, the adopted fon of 
his: otherwiſe alſo necr him in bloud, as being the 
ſon of his neece Accia, who having taken revenge up- 
on the murtherers of his father, and obrained in all 
his wars, forreine and at home z triumphed Lord over 
all adding to his fathers pompe(which he had boughe 
fo dear)r on gd and prope and Auguſta. 

And this fether couinyed (as the Propher ſaw) a 
long time, for it reigned Trizmuir with Anthonie and 
Lepidus rwo yeares, and as Duonur with Anthonie a- 
lone ten years , and then devouring his fellow in a 
Sex fight at Afhen,ceigned all alone 44 years. 

Bur afrer ir had reigned,his end alſo came, and(as 
the Propher concluderh) he diſcended like rhe firſt, 
and ed no more. For by the treaſon of Livis 
his wiſe , impatient co tarry th'incthronizing of her 
fon(as is the nature of ambition the nearer the goale, 
the faſter ir runs) his lingring fool was eaken from 
him at Nels in the 50. & fab yeare of his rrand-

That we may know there is no God like unto the 
higheſt, who onely holdeth the meaſures and rimes 
of all things in his hand, the Prophet fore-ſhewerh, 
that none of the rwelve ſhould continue like to Offa- 
whys, nor yer attain unto halfe his time : which ac- 
cording to the word of the Lord was accompliſhed ; 
for his ſon Tiberius of all che reſt reigned longeſt, and 
lon ger by eight years then any-of the reſt, and yer 
could not arraine to half rhe crime of his father, 
which deſcended before him. 

That God only might be honored in all his works, 
and juſtified when he ſpeaketh. 


Ver. 18. Then aroſe the third, and reigned as th'othe? 
afore, and it appexred no more alſo . 

Then ftepr up Tiberaus, and reigned in great abo- 
mination, as did his farhers before him, bur afrer a 
while he deſcended- alfo and appeared no more. Ne 
all his skill in ſorrilege and wile dome mathemaricat, 
wheteunto he had ſold himſelt from his yourh, could 
either foretel or forewarne hin of Caius his Nephew, 
by whont he was poyſoned. in the 950 and 8 year of 
his mortality, and three and twentieth of his reign.

more, fell by his own ſword into the grave of his f@- 
thers ; and in him deſcended the houſe of the Juli.

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$ncceflors indeed they are) that they inforced the high- 
eft, ro pour his derermined vengeance vpon the chil- 
dren of men. Who according ,to the judgement fore- 
denounced by his ſervant Tobn, Powred out his wrath upon 
the Sea,that it became like t the blood of the dead : that is 
ro ſay,upon the great Ciry'and Empres of the world, by 
ſcourge after ſcourge ( how often and prievotts in'the 
view of her contrary ſechers mzy appear) ſoar the full 
avenging himſelſc, there was nor a drop of Roman 
blood robe found on earth;theſe many hundred years. 

And as the defeRion and uncleannes was'generall, ſo 
was the puniſhment: for(as the Apoſtle in the fame cha. 
propheticd.)The wrath of the higheſt was poured out upon 
the rivers and ſountains likewiſe, and they were turned into 
blood alſo, that is : upon all people and nations whatſo- 
ever, in ſuch forr, as there is nor a Kingdom this day on 


exrth to be found, that hath not been (fmce rhe riſing | 


of the beaſt) cut down by ſword,and yeelded her ſtock 
to firange ptiffs, as by the bloody Regiſters' of every 
particular nation doth fo cleerly appear , avif ic were 
writterr with the beams of the funne. 

And'as the days were evill above meafure, fo they 
exceeded in darknes and ignorance ; that my pen hath 


no _ trouble; to be delivered of the reſt of her la- * 
bour, 


ent had the then-dweflers on earth, to induce 
the pains of their oppreſſion and travel ; bur to take 
into my way again ; the Prophet addeth. 
Figuring 64" th wigs he wo tet ſ 
ing by the two wings, the rwo firlt contrary ſe- 
thers: Mlwſins 2nd Attalas. Fe F 
'The fiſt aroſe in the 19 of Honorius, predecefior to 
the third Valentinian : And was the firſt that flew the 
eat City the murtheres of all the world ,*meafuring 
by fanime,ſword, and fire ; according to the ſquare 
whereby ſhe had judged others almoſt rwelve hundred 
years. Which wofull end (or rather ben of her 
wofull end : ) made a certain ancient friend of hers, 
bewailing the night wherein ſhe was ſmicren, was 
| Note 
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Nofe Moab capia eft, note cecidit murus eius; quis cladem 
illius noftis, quis funera fando explicet ? And when this fe« 
ther had thus rrodden' down rhe pride of the Eagle, in 
the year 410.4 1157 years after Romulus had raiſed her 
wals with the blood of his brother ; proceeded to rip 
vp her bowels, ſpoyling and burning her principal 
parts, Latiurm, Campania, Apulia, Lu' ania,Caldbria, where 
ragiog in his higheſt choughrs, deviſing how to ſpread 
his glory over all, was by ſodain dearh blown away, and 
his place a»peared no n.0re. 

Th'other aroſe in the 27. of the third Falentinian, in 
g'earer fear then did the firſt devouring at his entrance 
all rhar reſt-ot Italy which Alaricus had left aneatens, 
Aquileta, Verona, Mantua. Cremona, Brixia,Concordia,wich 
all ehe now territory of Venice : bur by: the cunning 
dealing of the deceitful King , whoſe name was then 
Pope Leo, was entreated to (cl! the gi ear Ciry, and ro 
depart Iraly,which he left as a waſt,ſtinking in her fiery 
rums,and fo repaſſhing the Dameb,rerurned into his Scy- 
thia again : where the year following in top of his 
fulnc$, was in a night found ſtrangled in his own blood, 
whereinto he was diffolved. by th'jntemperare uſe of 2 
wedding feaſt, and a new Spooſe. - 

And thus periſhed this fon of Mundzuccus,the ſcourge 
of God. and terrour cf men (for fo he called himſcſe) 
and which nor only the fiers of Icaly,bur his very ſhape 
may well juſtifte ; for he is defcribed a man of lirrle 
ſtature, ſquare fer, great head, livtle eyes, thin hair'd, 
thinner bearded, a noſe great and prominent , his co- 
lour ſow! and gypſon like.

And rhere were no more triumphing fethers to be 
found 6n her,for all her glorious power was deſcended 
to two weak and feeble heads, which, for they reigned

Th'other 111 the weſt at Ravenna, taken with ſuch a 
Lethargy-thac he neither heard nor felt the Maſſacre of 
Ungary, committed by Hunns: nor the loud and pitifull 
ery of his chiefeft provinces, Spain and Africa , devou- 
red by Gothes and Vandals, nor the tears and deep la- 
ment of Gaul and Britain overflown with Franks and 
Angles, people rrom beyond the Rhene, who nor onely 
with their blood an1 poſteririe, bur with their name 
alſo have ſtain'd boch Kingdoms ro this day. So as the 
Prophet well concludeth, rhere was no more to be 
found upon th'E,.gles body , but theſe rwo drowſie 
heads, which reſted, an | ſix contrary fethers,viz.

And the Propher fa» , that two of the fix divided 
themſelves in counſel & manner of proceeding, from 
th'other four: for whereas the four ſought to be Lords 
of Rome in fee; reſolving in their thoughts, extinguiſh 
the name and majeſty of her Empire ſor ever, theſe 2. 
were of an other mind,for they agreed to remain under 
the countenance & favour of rh'eagles right head, con» 
tented ro wear a crown tho with leave of it : mea* 
ping by the right head th'eaft Empireyſo called , in re-+ 

ard it was ſar ſtronger in power then the weſt : whole 
oad-ſp.ading honor ( as in the verſe foregoing) was 
now beccme a ſtarv*ling,only his name and appellation 
continued ſome ten ſucceſlions, viz. 1 Valentimian. 
2 Maximus 3 Avjtus. 4 Majorianus, $ Sevens. 
& Anthemius. 5 Olybrius. 8 Glycerms, 9 Tulins Nepts- 
To Monyllus. Which all alſo vaniſhed(as beſore is 
Toucht) in 2o years. And th'Eagles pomp which was 
at ſull in A»guflus, was incerred with Aupyinhe ( =

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fo was Momylks called) and wirh him deſcended the 
name and title of Imperium Romanum for ever. 

And the rwo wings thus divided in policy from the 
the four, were Genſerick, and Theodorick, 

Of which the firſt, crained into Icaly by treaſon of 
th'Empres, centred Rome 43. years afrer ſhe had been 
humbled by the Goths, and led into captivity all her 
treaſure, and (as is the fatal reward of ſuch offenders) 


| the trairres alfo her ſclfe. And after 14 days rhus loa- 


den, departed into his Africe again ; where-over he 
reigned in peace and pleaſure 5 1 years 

Th other, having obtained of rh*caſt-head the ſcep- 
ter of Iraly, according to h's patent proceeded, and 
got it by Conqueſt from 0dnacer. Bur after he had 
reigned there-over 3o years deſcended alſo, leaving his 
fame and kingdom to his poſterity , having fulfild his 
pleaſures 42 more- 

Bur this Counſel pleaſed not th'other 4. for as the 
verſe concluderh, they remained in other thoughes 3 
drifring in their place to riſe and reigne,withour leave 
or licenſe of any. 

Ver.-25. Sp [ hoked,and behold, the under-wings thought 
to ſet up themſelves, and to have the rule. 

And as the Prophet beheld the ſour contrary fethers 
which were lefr, he ſaw how they alſo ſtrove in their 
hearrs to eſtabliſh chemſcives , bur like a dream theis 
purpoſe vaniſhed,in the next immediate ver. following, 

Ver. 26. Then was there one ſet up,but ſhorth it appeay- 
ed no more. 

Then aroſe Odaacer, the firſt of the four; leading a 
people begotren in the þowels and inmoſt parrs of 
the North,who hearing of the divided and weake eſtare 
of the Empire, was 7 wy ne ro move from beyond 
the Dawb, in much fear & blood deſcended into Iraly, 
flew her laſt Lord and Emperor Momillus Auguſtulur,de - 
ſtroyed the name of her Conſuler dignity, and blocred 
out for ever the memory of her holy Senare, the mur- 
derer of Romukes heir firſt King, and Jullus = =

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Keyſar 5 and not daring as baſe begotten, to pur on 
the preſence and ſiile of an Emperor (which name this 
ſether fatally refiſted)contented himſelf with the title 
of King of Italy. 

Bur his glory indured not: for after he had reigned 
Eighteen yeers, Theodorick, (as in the 24 verie) took his 
Kingdom from hm by force, and his liſe by fraud; ard 
he deſcended,and appeared no more. 

Ver.27. And the ſecond was ſooner gone then the firſt. 

Afrer him aroſe Toti/as the (econd fether of che forr, 
by birth a Spaniard , by blood a Weſt-goche, ( whoſe 
fcarfull fires burn in Rome to this day) but thele daics 
were more in trouble, and (as the Prophet ſore-faw) in 
number fewer then Odoacers ; from his firſt riſing al- 
way in arms, and aftzr many hopes, and as many diſ- 


; Paires, was at laſt put ro flight by Narſes, whom the 


Eaſt head had made Governovr of [taly, and flying was 
wounded ſo deadly, thar as ſoon as he gar his Iune he 
loſt his life, afrer he had worne the Crown ( if to fight 
for a Crown be to wear a Crown) 11 yeares. 

Ver. 28. Then I beheld, and lae the two that remained, 
did think alſo in themſelves to reign. 

So as of all th'cight, there remained bur th* Langs- 
bards, and th'imeſtine fattion , which thought alſo in 
themſelves to reigne. 

The fti{t inflamed F the lerters of Narſer, and with 
the goodneſs of Iraly, left cheir noithern denns, and 
Ike a fearfu!ll ſtorme tell downe upon it, and in rwo 
yeares overthrew it, crowning their Leader A/bornuy, 
King thereof at Milan 3 who after he had ſpread him- 
ſelfe over the great City, and over all her Italy three 
years and a halle, was murthered by the treaſon of Ry- 
ſamond his wiſe, leaving his Kingdom bur not his honor 
ro his ſuccefſors, who poſſeſſed it for 24. generations. 

The eight and laſt, and of all other the moſt dange- 
rous, was a h»me conſpiracy , plotting to raiſe from the 
dead, th'ancient long-before buried government of 
Rome to reedifie her. S, P, 2. R. and toroot outthe

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Prieſtly preheminence and Church ſuperiority, which 
had ſo cunningly eaten and deſtroyed, the ſecular :

like the fury and violence of a riſen; (treaw , ſo asic 
mighc not be quencht , but wich auch blood aud e&x- 
ceeding labour, as in ahe 37.verſe appeare:h,

ked one of the heads that were at reſt, which was in, the midff, 
for that was greater then the 1wo. | | 

And whilſt they thus choughr, behold there awaked 
one of the three Kingdoms,appoincedi9 finiſh and end 
the wickednefſe of th'Eagle , figuring by this reſting 
head, the new weſt Empire, which ritle. of Supremacy 
the beaſt beſtowed (as hath betn alwayes his praftiſe 
to run with the ſtrongeſt) upon Charls King of France, 
and ſon to Pepin the Traitor. This head isfaid to be 
awaked, when it was firſt raiſed, whichwas in the years 
8or. wherein ir received his Auguſtal robe, his crowns 
and ſtile,viz. Carolo Auguſto « Deo Coronato, magno oF j1- 
iſim» Imperatori Romazorum, vita oF vitforia., And the 
ticle of dignity Imperiall,, which had lajen dead above 
three hundred years, was in this year on Chriſtmas day, 
thus raiſed upto life again, tothe end it might defend 
the proceedings of the great adulteres and murderes of 
the carth, as by the form of oarh exhibited at his conſe- 
cration appeareth ; In nomine Chriſti ſpondeo, atque pollt- 
cerr ego A. Imperator, coram Deo &7 beats Petro Apoſtolo, 
me proteftorem, ac defenſorem fore bujus Sanits Rom. Ec-

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The ficſt by the ſword of Cherls, farnamed ( for his 
exceeding power) the great, whoat the command of 
Babylon his god, aſcended into Italy, rook her King 
Defiderius pritoner,and led h1m caprive into France and 
= his Kingdome to another. And thus vaniſhed his 
eventh contrary ferther,afcer it had humbled the whore, 
and ſpread it ſelfe over all her quar ers 200.and 4 years, 
and the fear thereof deſcended, & ir appeared no more. 

Th other, firſt began in the days of Cono ch*' Emperor, 
who having an ation of contrary opinion. againſt Gre- 
gory the ſecond(for fo rhe beaſt was then called) follow- 
ed it ſo hotly,that he brought his holines inc o fuch dif- 
grace as that he kindled a defire in the hear's of many 
to change their Prelate for a Prince, and to edifice their 


| firſt and ancient forme of government again. This defire 


thus begun, by rime(as narurally all conſpicarion doth) 
gathered ſtrength, and adventured (but ſomewhat too 
young) ro check the beaſt, who by reaſon he was ſo wel 
guarded by his forefaid head & champion Charles, ea- 
fily neckr it. Norwichſtanding ſome 100 and 50 years 
after, this ulcer,now grown to a riper head , under the 
pradtiſe of one Alberique and Ofauian his ſon, brake out 
anc w, and charg'd the beaſt in ſo ſhaxpe a manner, 3s 
without dogbt he had received the mate, had nor his 
head in the midſt avoided ir once againe, whoſe name 
was now chang'd from Charles the great, to Otho the 
great: who as being by oath devored, came ro Rome, 
baniſhrt her new riſen Conſuls, hang'd her Tribuns, and 
mounted her PrefeHus urbis, Mr. of miſrule, naked on 
an Aﬀe, crowned and attended through the city wich 
great derifion; from thence commirred to priſon, and 
there executed with eXquifice corments. And by this 
means,the hear of this defeion was fo afſwag'd, that ic 
appeared not for 7 years after:bur(then under the lead- 
ing of one Cincins)flam'd out anew;in fo furious a ſart,as 
it had doubrles fir'd the beaſt our of all his holds, had 
not his middle head(Qtho the ſecond) haſted into Italy 
ro quench the ſame : 'who(knowing how mack icim 
porre 
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ported to puniſh exemplarily ſo dangerous an evill) 
prepared in the Vatican a fumptuovs feaſt, invited ther- 
r0 all the nobility and chief of che City : when all were 
come, ſaluted and fet : cauſed forthwith ro be pioclai- 
m*d, that no man on pain of death,ſhould either ſpeak 
or move at any thing that ſhould be ſeen or heard : pre- 
ſently entred armed men and compaſſed the place 
round where the gueſts were 3 whereat whilſt every one 
amazed, doubting what this firſt courſe meant, rhis 
middle-head drew forth a paper, and whoſe names 
were therein written', commanded ro be drawn irom 
the table, and in preſence of all there to be flaine. The 
relt were courreoully entertained, and were as merry 
as the fear of ſo cruel a feaſt would give them leave.Ne 
yet for all this the feaver fo lefc theſe patients, but that 
they fel ſome 162. years after into relapſe again 3 bur 
Frederique the firſt(for ſo was now this head called)with 
the blood of 1000+ and the wounds and impriſonment 
of as many more, ſo branded this Hydra , which had 
been ſootren headed , as ir could never after recover 
head againe, but her breath departed, and her purpoſe 
yaniſhed and appeaſed no more. 

Ver 32. And this head did put the whole earth in fear,and 
ruled therein, and over the dwellers thereof , with much la- 
bour : and it he'd the government of the world more, then all 
the wings that had been. 

Thar this head hd his fellows , have more waintai- 
red and advanc'd the rage and blaſphemy of the beaſt 
then all the ferhiers that aroſe before them , and made 
more diligent and cunning inquifition afrer the blood 
of S1on then they, is ir not<rernally cronicled in rhe 
regiſters of every particular Nation ? And therefore 
they are called the heads of rh'eagle,and who knoweth 
not that heads are more able in evil then fethers ? And 
the Prophet beheld that this head continued longer, 
& held the government of the world more then all rhe 
ferhers that had been, for from the rifing of the firſt fe - 
ther Falius Ceſar, to the end and expiration of Me « 
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Auguſtu/us the laſt, were nor 5 &o years, whereas this 
head ole in the year 801, and hath already continued 
ahove 700 and $go.and yet ſtill conrinuerh,and ſhall, cill 
he thar now is be taken away.
